Our own Kingdom, to this Day, feels theſe:

For the-ambitious Hopes of reducing us to Po. 
pery and Slavery, could never have ariſen in the 
Thoughts of the great neighbouring Powers, pro- 
| —— Roman Cathelick Religion, had they not 

beewinfÞpitect by a Fa&tion»amng/t turfekves, which; 
under a leſs odious Denomination, have in Reality 
been zealous Promoters of the Intereſt of a Pop:/þ 
Pretender; of one who by his Education, by his 
Alliances, by his political Principles, and by the 
corrupt Doctrines of his Religion, is ſuited (if he 
had but the Power) to make an utter Peſtruction 
of us, as 4,7ree People, and as a Proteſtant Church.

qualified for; but theſe they find are not to be 
obtained but by great Application to Buſineſs, and 
great Services done to their King and Country; 

therefore they axe willing to arrive at the Height 
of their Ambition, by the ſhorter Cuts of Faction 
and Rebellion. And People of this Sort are eaſily 
perſuaded, that if they could be very inſtrumental 
in bringing a Revolution about, a Title would be 
a Reward, not to be refuſed by a Prince, who, 
in ſuch Caſe, would be indebted to them for his 
Crown; and as for an Eſtate to ſupport the Dig- 
nity of it, they need only beg one belonging to 
ſome cut - lawed Partiſan of the preſent happy 
Eſtabliſhment: And I don't doubt but that many 
a one, yes, that many Thouſands, have been 
brought into Fa&ion and actual Rebellion, purely 
for theſe Ends: They delight to put the State into 
Confuſion, that they may come in for a Part 
of its Plunder, and are like the barbarous Inha- 
bitants of ſome Parts of the Sea Coaſt, who are 
pleaſed with the moſt dreadful Storms and Tem- 
peſts, becauſe they give them Hopes of ſharing 
the Wreck of ſome great Ship, richly laden, and

Whofoever 
therefore reſiſteth the Power, refifteth the ' Ordinance 
of Gor: And they that reißt ſhall receive to them- 
ſelves Damnation. As therefore you would avoid 
Damnation, avoid Faction; for we may reſiſt the

But here, alas! my Skill fails me. Divines and 
Moraliſts have found out many. Remedies for In- 
fidelity and Vice; and Phyſicians have their Pre- 
ſcriptions, Which appear, by Experience, to be of 
great Service in the Diſeaſes of the Mind, as well 
as of the Body; even Lunacy has been wonder- 
fully relieved. by them: But none of theſe ever 
yet ſound out a Remedy for Fully: All therefore 
that we, can do for ſuch a wrong-headed Perſon, 
is to pray for him, and, in the mean Time, leave 
him to the peaceable Enjoyment of his own Way 
of thinking, comforting ourſelves with this Con- 
ſideration; that though. we cannot gain him to the 
Side of; Loyalty and Union; yet that he can be 
of no great Reputation to his own Party; nor 
do much real Service to the Cauſe of Faction.
